ing him ou t another glass ; ov er this 
pictu re was the word ‘Licensed ,* and 
u nd er the pictu re were the word s, 
‘y ou r money 
ami y ou r life.’

life, while the other takes y ou r money 
and y ou r life. ” 
The pastor mad e a strong appeal 
to the y ou ng men of the commu nity 
to nev er take the first glass, which 
was the beginning of a habit, which 
takes from a y ou ng man his repu ta­ 
tion, his character and his life.

STORING POTATOES. 


The 
U» e of Pla tforms 
a nd 
Woode n 
Tile Giv e s Good Re s ults . 
My present method of harvesting po­ 
tatoes is to first pull up the vines, 
throw* two row’s together, and with a 
six tined fork I then do the digging, 
writes a Michigan man In American 
Agriculturist. 
After leaving the pota­ 
toes In the sun to dry I tak e a stone 
boat, with one horse attached, and 
drive between the rows and put on as 
many bask ets as the stone boat will 
hold. 
When the bask ets are full, I 
put them into a lumber w*agon to haul 
home, as this gives one a chance to

Many a man. after work ing 
hard and long to get the crop in stor- 
1 age, lias suffered much loss on ac­ 
count of improper care of the crop aft­ 
erward.

Sometimes the weather is against 
: successful storage, as in the spring of 
I 1005. when damage w*ns done to the 
j tubers in the cellars on account of 
freezing. 
I had no trouble with mine, 
as 1 took advantage of the cold snap 
by placing a tub nearly full of water 
right on top of the potato pile. 
For a 
few mornings the water would have a 
thin sheet of lee over it, but the pota­ 
toes were untouched. 
I 
used to do 
some storing In pits out of doors, but 
it Is hard to regulate things just right. 
1

The outer end of the horn is hard 
and solid, and that is used for making 
knife handles and other things. 
The 
hollow part of the horn is soaked for 
half an hour or so in boiling water, 
’when it becomes soft and may easily 
be split with a knife. 
It is then spread out flat and put 
between iron plates. 
There was a 
time when these horn plates were 
made very thin by hard pressure and 
used in window's and lanterns as we 
now use glass. 
They may be made 
quite translucent. 
When the horn is heated it may be 
molded Into almost any desired form. 
That is the way knife handles, but­ 
tons and other articles are made.—Chi­ 
cago News.

Tu all horses of general u tility the 
qu ality known as compactness is the 
primary requ isite. 
No hu nter can pos­ 
sibly be good withou t it, u o hack rides 
w’ell withou t it, no harness horse can 
be properly balanced withou t compact­ 
ness, and no Shire horse is worthy of 
its stable room and bu lky forage with­ 
ou t fu ll dev elopment of this important 
sy mmetrical characteristic. 
In horses 
it is of ov erwhelming importance. The 
w’ord compact means closely and firm­ 
ly u nited, firm, solid, dense, stru ctu re 
well connected. Its effect on the work 
may l>e illu strated by a hy pothetical 
horse whose chief fau lt is his incom­ 
pactness. 
Imagine two men carry ing a long 
ladder. 
The stu mbling and falling of 
the front man cannot be prev ented or 
influ enced by the hinder man. 
So 
with the incompact horse whose long, 
weak back sev ers rather than u nites 
the connection between the two ends. 
And with either fore leg in trou ble 
dow*n he goes with su ch v iolence as 
ru ins him for life.

A short, strong back, with long qu ar­ 
ters and shou lders, will in a w’ftl bred 
animal produ ce action in principle not 
u nlike the kangaroo. Notice the horse 
in harness. 
Driv ing last week my 
good harness horse pu lled hard, his 
hind legs seeming to be ev er forward, 
and with a wheeled dogcart he cheer­ 
fu lly did each measu red mile in less 
than fiv e minu tes. lie carried himself 
on his hind legs and had a fore foot 
tripped the weight of the frontage of 
the horse temporarily or momentarily 
W’ou ld hav e been borne bj’ the hind 
leg. 
The hind leg measu res one inch 
more than the fore, and it is mu ch 
more powerfu l. 
The mu scles which 
driv e it are the most powerfu l in the 
entire body , and the motor nerv es 
w'hich conv ey their energies to these 
mu scles are the most important forces 
in the entire animal. 
Compactness 
wou ld therefore sav e a horse from 
falling, the hind leg alone coming to 
the rescu e. 
This applies to all ty pes of light 
horses, and a cart horse is a bad walk­ 
er u nless the swing of the hind leg 
l>e long and good. 
In this respect ev ­ 
ery horse prov es his qu ality when 
walking by planting his hind foot far 
in front of the fore foot print.—W. It.

There will be a death loss among 
feeding lambs no matter how carefu l­ 
ly they are fed. 
Care will greatly re­ 
du ce this loss, how’ev er.
